Forces Resolutions Committee to Ac- 


cept Substitute Tariff Plank. 


St. I.onlH, Mo., July 8.—PrciHpects 


for an all-night session of the com- 
mittee on roHolutloiiB were promising 
at midnight last night. Tho report of 
the subcommittee wan Kiibmlttud at 
8 o'clock, last night, when the parent 
body assembled, and the first light de- 
veloped on tho tariff Issue. 
Every 


feature- of the plank was attacked. 


Opposition developed from a 
half 


dozen members, largely 
from 
the 


iiouthern states oti the proposition to 
abandon the old party position of n 
tariff for revenue. Tlllnian of South 
Carolina WHH the most emphatic in 
leading this opposition and demanded 
that the repudiation of the past posi- 
tion be made If it was proposed to ho 
specific as to general features of tho 
tariff. 


After a long discussion 
a 
tariff 


plank submitted hy Uryan was adopt- 
ed In lieu of the declaration submit- 
ted by the subcommittee. 


Tho Uryan plank Is shorter 
and 


more direct than that of tho subcom- 
mittee. It declares In effect that nil 
tariff for protection is robbery and 
advocates a gradual reduction along 
lines that will not disturb business 
interests.

Uehlnd the tariff Issue IK that of 


trusts and labor, which will precipi- 
tate an aerlinonlous debate, and 
in 


addition, Uryan will demand a declar- 
ation on the tabor question. 


Thomas of Colorado, who presented 


to the snbbody a resolution on tho 
mining troubles In his state, declared 
that tho form in which it come from 
(ho platform-makers did not suit him 
and he would demand tho substltu 
tlon of another. 


Senator 1'ettlgrew presented a plank 


providing for government ownership 
of the railroads which he said would 
cover all phases of the trust question 
to his satisfaction.

"Tho government should own the rail-

engaged in interstate commercu 


and operate* the same for service and 
not for proilt, so that all shippers 
shall pay the same rate without refer- 
ence to tho amount of 
ment."

All of them are 


stout and have a well-fed appearance, 
which makes the kind-hearted house- 
wife doubt whether she Is really doing 
a work of charity in furnishing them 
with something to eat. 


Some of the tramps who come to 


Janesvlllo are Inclined to look out for 
their future welfare by going to work 
for a few days and laying up a small 
sum of money, with which they bio- 
bread and vegetables during a long 
voluntary vacation. 
Kol>ocs are seen 


quite often going to some camp near 
tho city with bundles containing eat- 
ables for the ledgers at their novel 
hotel. 


These men, so generally despised 


by the hard workers who consider 
Idleness a crime, are in reality a fra- 
ternal set. 
If one of them Is fortun- 


ate enough to accumulate a small sum 
of money ho-in variably shares It wltfi 
his mates at the common board. If 
one among 
them 
Is 
unfortunate 


enough to be a cripple, he Is helped 
on by his fellow wanderers and Is 
never allowed to go hungry. 


Most of them travel In groups, a 


few sticking together during a whole 
summer's Jaunt about the country. 
Only the other day In the North- 
Western yards four tramps were seen 
to enter a freight car for a continua- 
tion of their Journey, taking 
with 


them a blackened tin 
pall, 
which 


serves them for coffee' pot or kettle, 
to be used again at future havens 
of rest.

WnBhlnKtbn. .July 8.—Thu ' district 


supreme court has decided In favor

Tho case nroHo from 
a department decision that tho widow 
or minor orphan children of a de- 
ceased soldier or sailor Linking home- 
stead entry must coniplj with the 
home«tend laws as to residence and 
cultivation of the same as a soldier or 
sailor entering and that the right to 
make such entry, is not transferable 
and that contracts contemplating the 
sale of such entries are In violation 
of the law.
